Gibbons Can Swing Forty 
Feet; Make Good Pets 
“Wahoo! Wahoo!” 
That is what gibbons call out at 
the break of day. The s Hind echoes 
through 
the 
woods. 
Perhaps 
a 
dozen of the animals call it, or shout 
it, in a chorus. 
A gibbon is an ape, and like other 
apes, it doesn't have a tail. 
It is 
found wild in islands of the E ast 
Indies, 
also in certain parts 
of 
southern Asia. 
Siam, or Thailand. 
is one of the places on the mainland 
of Asia where there are many gib­ 
bons. 
For the most part, gibbons live 
in trees. Clinging to branches with 
the hands at the end of their long 
arm s, they are experts at traveling 
from branch ti branch. In the for­ 
ests of Sumatra there are gibbons 
which can make 30 or 40 feet in a 
swing from one branch to another! 
The gibbon is the smallest m em ­ 
ber of the ape family. It seldom is 
more than three feet tall. 
Gibbons stay in trees most of the 
time, but it is possible for them to 
run along the ground. 
A gorilla can walk on two legs, 
but does not have so much skill in 
this field as a gibbon. While walk­ 
ing or running, a gibbon keeps him ­ 
self in balance by stretching out 
his arm s, or by placing his hands 
behind his neck. 
Some gibbons do not cry “Wa­ 
hoo!” at dawn. 
Instead they shout 
“Hoo-lock!” 
Such gibbons live in 
Thailand and Sumatra, and have 
the special name of “Iloolocks.” 
When they cry out in chorus, we 
i might almost think they were sing- 
1 ing. 
They have their chorus at 
sunset as well as at dawn. 


War Priorities May Make 
Cotton Hose Expensive 
While cotton stockings may be the 
hope of the American woman for 
the future, don’t get the idea that 
cotton hose are going to be extrem e­ 
ly cheap; at least none of the kinds 
that look worth much. Because cot­ 
ton sells for about 18 cents a pound 
while silk is over $2 a pound this 
might at first seem true. 
But this 
is not so. 
Cotton stockings now on sale run 
around SI a pair and the price for 
the better ones probably will not be 
less than this, and perhaps more. 
The reason? 
America has plenty of raw cotton 
—millions of bales of it in storage— 
but America does not have the yam - 
spinning machines needed to con­ 
vert this cotton into fine lisle yarns. 
One way to try to solve this dilem ­ 
ma Is to build more cotton-spinning 
machines to handle the fine fibre 
production but that route to suc­ 
cess gets all tangled up with the m a­ 
chine tool trade and priorities, for a 
spinning machine Is a most intri­ 
cate machine. 
The newest advance in 
cotton 
stocking production is to try to put 
more elasticity into the fibres by 
chemical treatment. The big trou­ 
ble with the cotton stockings of the 
past is that when they stretched 
they stayed stretched, resulting in 
that bug-a-boo of women—stockings 
that bag and wrinkle at the ankles.

Naziism Not Hitler'* 
Hitler didn’t even originate Nazi­ 
ism, 
but copped the idea from 
someone else. While Adolf was still 
a corporal in the First World war, 
another 
Austrian 
named 
W alter 
Riehl had cooked up a form of na­ 
tional aocialism which included ex­ 
altation of the state, scorn of the 
church and castigation of the Jews. 
Adolf got in touch with this Austrian 
lawyer in post-war days and be­ 
came, first, one of his devotees, 
then a lieutenant; but they split 
when Hitler insisted on pulling off 
an arm ed putsch in 1923 from that 
Munich beer hall.

There have 
been some indications of that lately as a re­ 
sult of the tremendous human losses in the 
Russian campaign. 
But there is another factor, operating 
along with the human wear and tear, which 
may lie more important. That is the indus­ 
trial decline which comes from excessive ef­ 
forts to keep armies supplied with war mate­ 
rials. Dr. Carl Ruer, leading Nazi indus­ 
trialist, is quoted as saying that this mechan­ 
ical deterioration in the present war is at 
least $2,OOO,(XX),(XMi a year, and that it is 
almost impossible to repair or replace ma­ 
chinery during the struggle. 
An American business commentator says 
studies made by him indicate that a similar 
situation was the main factor in causing 
German defeat in the last war. "The provi­ 
sion made for wear and tear in the war 
years," he explains, "was so inadequate that 
the fall of 1918 saw Germany’s industrial 
plant, her transportation system and her en­ 
tire supply of capital goods so completely 
run down at the heel that they were wholly 
incapable of supplying the armies in the field 
with the materials necessary to meet the 
growing strength of the Allied forces." 
The suggestion that the same thing is hap­ 
p i n g now is encouraging to Americans. 
But obviously it can benefit us only if we 
take special care to keep our own system of 
industrial production in good condition as we 
go along. We should Im* able to do this, even 
while arming other countries, because our 
own manufacturing facilities are so much 
greater than Germany’s.

said about the blood und tissues of the body. 
W hat about the treatm ent of the common cold 
by use of alkalis? 
As a m atter of fact, physicians recognize that in 
most ailments, including the common cold, the j young 
blood and tissues lose some of their alkaline reserve 
and approach more nearly an acid condition. It is 
only good sense, therefore, to use an alkali in the 
treatm ent of a cold, particularly sodium and cal­ 
cium 
Research workers have been able to bring on all 
the symptoms of a cold by the use of substances 
that make the blood and tissues less alkaline, even 
to the point of causing some rise in temperature. 
By simply giving the patient a large dose of an 
alkali, all the symptoms of the cold promptly dis­ 
appear. 
What causes the common cold? The active or­ 
ganism causing a cold is too small to be seen under

Cold weather, exposure, emotional disturb­ 
ances all affect the lining of the nose so that It 
loses much of its ability to light off the tiny organ­ 
isms causing colds and also organisms causing other 
ailments Most of us are familiar with the dry mouth 
and acid taste that occurs when we get excited or 
upset.

The fact then is that as an acid or rather less 
alkaline condition of the blood and tissues is present 
with a cold. taking an alkali is good treatm ent. 
What alkali should be taken? 
In most eases ordinary baking sinia is effective. 
As baking soda upsets many individuals, another al­ 
kali or combination of alkalis may ta* taken.

MEXICO CITY.—The invention of 
an artificial eye that moves, an im­ 
portant contribution not only to eei- 
•nce but also to American defense. 
was reported to the International 
Assembly of the International Col­ 
lege of Surgeons which met here. 
Dr. Theodore J. Dimitry, director 
of the department of ophthalmology 
at the Louisiana State university 
medical center, told the asaembly 
that with the outbreak of war In 
Europe he foresaw a shortage of 
glass eyes in the United States. Ger­ 
many has a monopoly on the manu­ 
facture of glass used in blowing glass 
eyes. 
To forestall a glass-eye shortage. 
Dr. Dimitry began experimenting 
with two objects in view: To devel­ 
op an artificial eye that would turn, 
and to develop an eye that could be 
manufactured 
from 
a 
substance 
other than glass, making the United 
States independent of German sup­ 
ply. 
The results of his research were 
placed before the assembly. 
Dr. 
Dimitry's ere is made from acrylic 
resins, the substance used to manu­ 
facture lucite. 
It is not blown, but 
Is cast in a die. 
It it superior to 
the German eye because it is light­ 
er, unbreakable and endurable. The 
German eye deteriorates in three 
years. 
With the aid of color photography, 
Dr. Dimitry has been able to match 
an artificial eye perfectly with its 
human counterpart. 
The negative 
is developed directly on the plastic. 
Dr. Dimitry found a aimple solu­ 
tion to the mobility problem. 
His 
eye fits in the eye socket, grasping 
the eye muscles. The muscles turn 
the artificial eye just as they dc the 
real eye. 
The German eye. he dis­ 
covered. crowded the eye socket, 
making the muscles useless. 


New Device Diagnoses 
Paralysis o f Muscles 
WASHINGTON.- A new method of 
diagnosing the chances of recover­ 
ing th# use of muscles damaged by 
infantile paralysis was demonstrat­ 
ed to the American Congress of 
Physical Therapy. 
Employing a device which en­ 
ables 
a 
physician 
to determine 
whether the nerves controlling the 
muscles are in a "good,” "fair," 
or "hopeless” condition, its devel­ 
opment was made possible by a 
grant from funds raised for the Na­ 
tional 
Foundation 
for 
Infantile 
Paralysis by the President's birth­ 
day ball series. 
Dr. Erich Schwsrkopf, working 
with Dr. B. S. Troedsen and Dr. K. 
G. Hansson in Nev/ York hospital, 
developed the instrument. 
Their 
device is a combination of an oscillo­ 
graph, an uncanny machine which 
transforms electrical energy into an 
electron beam which is visible on a 
screen, a camera which takes pic­ 
tures of the beam, an amplifier which 
picks up electrical impulses from 
the body, and a projector to show' 
the strip of movie film on which the 
impulses y e recorded. 
Working from the principle that 
the nerves of the body function 
through electrical impulses which 
are only abort a millionth of a volt

WASHINGTON. — The navy has 
applied the combined methods of 
Hollywood producer* and streamlin­ 
ing engineers to collect satisfactory 
data for the designing of a group of 
buildings at the Lakehurst, N. J., 
lighter-than-air station. 
Small-scale models of the desired 
structures were placed In a wind 
tunnel, the fans started, and "screen 
tests” made of the air currents. 
The currents, however, had to be 
visible for possible photography, so 
smoke was blown through the wind- 
making device. 
A number of dif­ 
ferent wind velocities were created 
and the smoke weaved in and out 
and past the midget hangars and 
other buildings. 
The tests were carried out by the 
Franklin Institute of Philadelphia at 
the request of the bureau of yards 
and docks and took about one month 
to set up and record on film. They 
were made. navy men say, to insure 
proper design and location of the 
buildings 
in order 
that the en­ 
trances would not be in the path of 
freak air currents that might en­ 
danger or destroy the blimps and 
other airships as they entered or de­ 
parted.

Tobacco May Yield Oil 
Switzerland is undertaking a na­ 
tion-wide experiment in the produc­ 
tion of oil for table and industrial 
purposes from tobacco plants. 
A new decree of the Swiss public 
economy department provides that 
undisclosed portions of the tobacco 
harvest will be permitted to go to 
seed, from which the oil will be 
manufactured by the national food 
control offices. 
Should the experi­ 
ment be successful it will be extend­ 
ed next year as an aid in solving 
the critical fat-shortage problems. 
From 450 to 900 pounds of tobacco 
seeds may be harvested from each 
acre, the communique announcing 
the decree said. 
Tobacco seeds, it 
adds, contain about 40 per cent oil, 
which may be used for table pur­ 
poses.

particular m attress. 
First, of course, there is the fa­ 
miliar box-spring, which consists of 
a wooden frame into w hii’i the metal 
springs are securely anchored and 
over which there is first an entire 
layer of padding, the whole surface 
covered with ticking, generally in a 
damask or other ornamental type of 
weave, 
and in attractive colors. 
Once expensive, thr b' x spring is 
now within reach of most moderate 
budgets; in combination with the in­ 
nerspring m attress to which it is 
supremely fitted, it makes a hand­ 
some sleeping equipment which is 
insect proof, easy to brush and keep 
clean, and which permits a bed to 
be made up in a firm, imposing 
mode. 
Second, there is the coil spring set 
in a metal f r a m e 
One should ask 
for “double-deck coils" because the 
former are longer and more resil­ 
ient, and hence more comfortable. 
Third, there is what is known as 
the open c oil spring; these are soft 
and flexible and are made to be used 
with a pad or solid type mattress, 
and should never be used at all with 
any innerspring mattress because 
they are too s oft and yielding. When 
you are changing your beds around, 
never place an innerspring mattress 
on top of an open coil spring, as 
this combination does not work but 
will give a sliding, slithery effect to 
the bed as a whole, and induce rest­ 
less sleep.

When someone speaks of an “ant 
lion,” we may thmk of an insect in 
the shape of an a n t 
The fact i* 
that the full-grown insect looks far 
more like a dragonfly than like an 
ant. 
The ant lion is nearly Ute same 
sire as a dragonfly, but it does not 
hold its wings straight out when it 
alights. 
It folds the wings length­ 
wise over the body. 
The female lays eggs about the 
ground, usually only one in each 
spot 
From an egg come* a larva 
which grows to a length of about 
half an inch. 
It <s the larva which 
has earned the name of “ ant lion." 
The larva has no wings, but it has 
half a dozen legs which* can be 
used for walking. It isn’t very good 
at walking in a forward direction; 
mo.e often it walks backward. 
Food is a problem of the larva, 
and it has a clever way of obtaining 
it. 
Digging a rmall, funnel-shaped 
pit, it makes a trap for ants. 
TI * ant lion hides itself in a hole 
at the bottom of the pit, with only 
its head in sight. Then along come 
ants which tumble in. 
When they 
reach the bottom, they are seized 
and partly eaten. 
Thanks to such food, the ant lion 
grows to a point where it is ready 
for the next step in its life. Then it 
spins a silken cocoon, forming a 
small round ball. 
The cocoon stage lasts two or 
three weeks. 
At the end, it comes 
forth as an insect with four wings. 
A full-grown adult has a body about 
an inch long. 
It flies about in the 
twilight, perhaps having no memory 
of the time it was a larva in a pit, 
waiting for ants to fall down.

Electric Eye Sect Protein 
To the versatile "electric eye" hat

In making tests with the new 
apparatus the wheat is ground and 
the proteins extracted by chemical 
means.

E lit, coun»ellor to the Belgian em ­ 
bassy in W ashington, and the Bel­ 
gian com m ercial counsellor’* office, 
at 630 Fifth avenue, m ade public 
the text of a cable from his gov- 
ernrnen* in London, charging acts of 
cruelty 
and Injustice 
against the 
Nazis occupying Belgium . 


The cable, signed by P aul Henri 
Spaak. foreign m inister of Belgium , 
presented two Instances of G erm an 
conduct in Belgium , with the facts 
presum ably obtained secretly from 
intelligence source! Inside Belgium . 


The first case w as that of a B el­ 
gian fam ily of three allegedly ex e­ 
cuted because they sought to hide a 
British airm an. 
The second wa« 
that of a 10-year-old Belgian boy 
who called a Nazi aoldier a “dirty 
Hun" and w as shot for i t 


F am ily Pat to Death. 
The text of Mr. Spaak's m essage 
follows: 
“In a case that cam e before a 
G erm an m ilitary court in Belgium 
recently, several Belgians w ere ac­ 
cused 
* having given refuge to an 
English airm an, whose m achine had 
been shot down near M aesyck. One 
evening toward the end of M ay, a 
Belgian nam ed Meltior knocked on 
the door of the house of the Fraipont 
fam ily, in a suburb of Liege. The 
daughter of the fam ily, Lucie Vis. 
opened the door. Meltior, telling her 
that he was an old friend of her 
mother. Constance Fraipont. asked 
her to give hospitality to an English 
airm an who had m ade a forced land­ 
ing in the neighborhood and who 
was there with him. 
The airm an 
was not injured and hoped that, 
with the help of M eltior, he could 
avoid being taken prisoner. 
Lucie 
Vis said she would take the airm an 
in. and her parents helped her to 
frustrate the search for him m ade 
by the G erm an authorities. 
“ Despite the secrecy which «ur- 
rounded the place where the British 
airm an w as lodged, the fact cam e 
to the knowledge of the G erm an po­ 
lite. who, in the course of a search 
through the Jiouse. discovered him 
and arrestee! him. together with the 
m em bers of the fam ily: Lucie Vis, 
her m other, Constance Fraipont, and 
ler father, E m ile Fraipont, a m anu­ 
facturer of Liege. 


D efense Plea F atile. 
‘T h ese three persons and M n . 
M eltior, whose husband had m ean­ 
while fled, were brought before the 
m ilitary court. 
The counsel for the 
defense pointed out that Lucie Via 
and Mr. and Mrs. Fraipont had 
been m oved to act by human senti­ 
m ents. 
The 
court 
reasoned 
that 
feelings of this kind could not be 
taken into account. 
Lucie Vis and 
her 
parents 
were 
condem ned 
to 
death. 
“At 
M ont-sur-Marchienne. 
near 
Charleroi, on April IO a 10-year- 
old boy, M aurice Van de Castel, was 
playing with two little playm ates on 
the slope of the railw ay, which was 
guarded by G erm an soldiers. One 
of the G erm an soldiers chased the 
children aw ay in a rather rough xvay. 
A* the three children left the spot, 
ne of them turned 
around 
and 
shouted at th* German: 
*A dirty 
Hun you are!’ 
“ in e aoldier turned around and 
fired point blank at the little fellow, 
who fell dead. 
This happened at 
only a hundred yards from the spot 
where, 24 years ago, Yvonne Vieslet, 
a little girl, was killed by the Ger­ 
m ans because she gave bread to e 
French prisoner."

CHICAGO. — Hoxv firm er! can 
"enlarge" their farms to meet in­ 
creasing defense demand* without 
incurring the hazards of overexpan­ 
sion was described in a statement 
made public here by the Middle 
Westport Improvement committee. 
“The iecret lies not in buying 
more land but in making the pres- 
nt acreage do a better production 
job," the statement declares. 
“This 
means following a soil management 
program that will raise the land * 
fertility level. 
“Even 
in the 
molt productive 
areas the average farm can usually 
be enlarged the equivalent of IO per 
cent, and sometimes as much as 50 
per cent, 
through intelligent soil 
treatment. 
“In combination with other sound 
farming practices the use of fer­ 
tilizer 
containing 
nitrogen, 
phos­ 
phorus and potash is essential in 
stepping up the soil’s productive 
capacity. 
Such a practice not only 
has an immediate result in increas­ 
ing the per acre yield of crops need­ 
ed in the nation’s defense effort, but 
represents an important long range 
soil conservation measure."

Valuable Player

am azing six-year career of Joe Di 
M aggio with the New York Yan­

w hich led the league. 
N either league's m ast valuable 
p layer of 1940 repeated. Frank Mc­ 
Corm ick of Cincinnati, honored in 
I the N ational League a year ago, 
did not receive a single vote in 
the 1941 balloting. H ank Green­ 
berg of the D etroit Tigers, the 
Am erican League's most valuable 
player a year ago. spent most of 
the 1941 season in the arm y and 
had no opportunity to win the 
aw ard again. 
Di Maggio also played for the 
A m erican League in the annual 
all-star game for the sixth time in 
his six-year m ajor league career. 
T he 23-year-old W illiams, in his 
third season in the m ajor leagues, 
outstripped Cecil Travis of W ash­ 
ington, his nearest rival, for the 
b attin g title, by 47 points. Feller, 
also 23. pitched the Indians to vic­ 
tory 25 times but was the loser in 
13 contests. 
W ith 14 points counting for a 
first place vote, nine for a second.
